As railroad securities advanced in 
value upon the signiog of the Inter- 
state Commerce bill by the Presi- 
dent, it is fair to assume that rail- 


road investors are becoming con-|}: 


vinced of the advantages of govern- 
mental regulation of interstate 
trafic. In every State in which 
publicity of rates and the short- 
haul principle have beeen applied 
the net earnings of the railroad 
companies have been increased and 
an impetus given to the construction 
of new railroads. 
thirteen States of the Union are 
the authority forthis statement. It 
ie therefore reasonable to expect 
that the enforcement of the Inter- 
State Commerce law will exercise 
a benificent influence upon the 
railway interest, and secure to the 
companies that certainty and per- 
maneucy of rates which the pools 
were designed to bring about, but 
which they have signally failed to 
accomplish. The short-haul and 
publicity clauses, if not interfered 
with by the new Commissioners, 
would stop the sudden and violent 
fluctuations of rates that have 
marked the present policy of the 
railroad companies, and would tend 
tu bring about that ideal system of 
transportation which Charles 
Francis Adams pictured as ‘‘at once 
reasonable, equitable and certain— 
permitting traffic to flow aud inter- 
changes to be made just how and 
where the iaoterests of buyer and 
seller dictate—never discriminating 
—rarely, and then only slowly, fluct- 
uating.”’

George W. Baker, one of the ac- 
tive members of the Third House of 
the Legislature from Eureka 
county, is stumping Eastern Ne- 


vada in the interest of the proposed | 


Elko and Idaho railway. A num- 
ber of Elkoites do not favor the 
scheme as presented tothem. Says 
the Independent: “Suppose that 
the Elko & Idaho railway is built, 
and that eighty miles of it lie in 
Elko county. Suppose that it is as- 
sessed for taxation at $14,000 per 
mile, aud that the taxes are paid 
promptly every year. Suppose that 
the rate of taxation should remain 
as it does now, sixty-seven cents on 
each one hundred dollars valuation, 
aside from the State tax of ninety 
cents, and the school tax of thirty- 
three cents. Suppose Elko county 
should issue bonds in aid of said 
road to the exteut of $3,000 per 
mile, said bonds to draw interest at 
the rate of three per cent. per an- 
num; the taxes on the road would 
liquidate the debt in seven buudr d 
and eighty-uine years, five months 
and twenty days. If you doubt this 
proposition, just spend ai few 
miuutes in figuring on it.”

Congressional Preceedings. 
WASHINGTON, February 23. 

An adverse report was yesterday or- 
dered by the Senate Finance commit- 
tee on Senator Beck’s bill to provide 
for the retirement of U.S. legal tender 
national bank notes of small denomi- 
nations, and the issue of coin certifi- 
cates in the place of the outstanding 
silver and goid certificates. The biil 
also requires the Secretary of the 
Treasury tc issue these certificates in 
denominations of $1, $2 and $5, on all 
surplus coin and gold bullion held by 
the Treasury as the property of the 
U nited States, in excess of $100,000,000 
of gold and silver coin and gold bul- 
liop, and to pay outthe same iu dis- 
charge of government obligations ex- 
cept such as are made payable ex- 
pressly in gold and silver coin. After 
the action of the committee, Senator 
Beck gave notice that he would call 
the billup in the Senate at the first 
opportunity. 

The San Francisco Postofiice. 

WASHINGTON, February 22, 

It has been said that the great ob- 
stacle to passing the billin the House 
appropriating $350,000 for a postoffice 
in San Francisco was Holman, of In- 
diana, who threatened to object.

Died of Paralysis. 
WASHINGTON, February 23. 
Mrs. Lydia McLane Jobnston, wife 


of Raiiroads, died at ber residence in 
this city yesterday morning of paraly- 
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Visitors to the city bave become thor- 
oughly frightened and are leaving the 
ace. Many persons were injured by 
alling debris. Much alarm is felt lest 
there be a recurrence of the shocks. 
The Prince of Wales, who was in Nice 
afew days ago, witoessing the festivi- 
ties which precede the lenten season, 
had taken his departure and was safe 
at Canoes. Shocks were also felt at 
Monte Carlo and Monaco, at which 
places they were so severe that rocks 
were detached from the cliffs and pre- 
cipitated into the sea. The distur- 
bances extended as far as Genoa, 
Lonpon, February 24. 
Farther dispatches concerning the 
earthquakes in the south of Europe 
this morning state that two yiolent 
shocks were felt at Toulon at 6 o'clock ; 
the first shock was of 15 seconds’ 
duration and the second of 12 seconds’. 
The movement was from west to east. 
At Cannes, three shocks were felt at 
the sarhe hour. The first shock. 
which was very violent, lasted for one 
minute, but the second and third 
shocks were not soheavy. Many per- 
sons atthis place rushed to the sea- 
shore fur safety. Nobody was injured. 
At Avignon, three shocks were ex- 
perienced between 6 and 8 o’clock. 
The first was very severe, and awak- 
ened everybody in the place. Several 
shocks were felt at Geneva at 6 o’clock.

A number of places 
are yet to be heard from, but Sir Joho 
McDonala’s government will proba- 
bly be sustained by from 10 to 15 ma- 
jority. In the old House, the govern- 
ment hada majority of 76. Hon Ed- 
ward Blake, Sir Richard Cartwright 
and Hon. Peter Michael, leading op- 
positionists, are re-elected. The con- 
test was keen and exciting, but passed 
off quietly. 

In the Dominion elections up to 10 
P. M. last night, 111 constituencies had 
been heard from, 620f which return 
Conservatives and 49 Liberals. 


The German Election. 
BERLIN, February 23. 

The National Zeitung commenting 
upon the election, says the results so 
faras known, give presage ofa brill- 
lant septennate victory. The results 
ascertained yesterday, include 26 seats 
won from the Reichstag majority of 
Jauuary 14, while the National Lib- 
érals have wrested from their oppo- 
nents 23 districts, of which 12 were 
lost by the New Ge:iman Liberals, 3 
by the Centrists, 3 by the Socialists, 
and 3 by the Democrats. The New 
German L berals have veritabiy suf- 
fered a crushing defeat.

The following extract from Mr. 
Baucroft’s, ‘History of the Pacific 
States,’’ relating to Fremont’s ex- 
plorations is particularily interest- 
ing: On the 25th of November 1843, 
the company of 25 men started 
from the Dalles. Fremont’s inten- 
tion vas to explore Flamath or 
Klamath lake, thence to go south- 


east toa reported luke called Mary’s, 
at some days journey in the great 
basin; and thence still on southeast 
to the reputed BuevaVeutura river, 
flowing from the Rocky Mountains 
to the Bay of San Franci-co; then 
to the head waters of the Arkansas, 
to Bent’s Fort, and bome, there 
belug no iutention of crossing the 
Sierras into the Californian vaileys 
at all. Following up the <asll 
River, they reached Klamath
